RESULTS OF EXAMINATION: 

The typewriting listed' above as specimen K736 was compared 
with the typewriting appearing on specimens Q5 and Q6 through Q69. The 
conclusion was reached that specimen Q5 was not typed by the same machine 
which typed K736. Inasmuch as there are nine years intervening when K736 
and specimens Q6 through Q69 were typed a definite conclusion could not 
be reached in regard to a comparison of K736 with Q6 through Q69, as a 
machine could develop numerous defects in nine years of use. Specimens 
Q6 through Q69 show many typewriting defects which do not appear in the 
typewriting K736, However, there are several defects appearing in Q6 
through Q69 that also appear in K736. Due to the fact that such defects 
are of minor nature while there are other defects in the questioned 
specimens that do not appear in K73& the known specimen cannot be 
definitely e liminated or identified with Q6 through Q.6Q.

Physical measurements show that 
46 through Q2l# 027 through Q29, 031, Q 50 through '..69 have tho same 
approximate sine and are thin white sheets of paper which contain no 
vmiternarks*. Specimens 023 through 026, Q 30 , C$2 through 457 have the 
same approximate measurements and arc thin white sheets of paper and 
contain no watermarks but are of a different size than tho above mentioned 
specimens* Specimen 422 is a sheet of bond paper haring no watermark end 
the size is different than either of tho above two groups. Shere arc many 
irregularities along tho edges of all the sixty-four documents but they 
are of such a nature that a definite conclusion could not be reached as to 
whether these documents originated from the same or different paper batches 
except 422 which is a bond paper and could not have cone iron either of tho 
two paper batches.

Mr. THOMAS F. jRADI, 2126 .‘is nominee River Parkway, Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin, was re interviewed concerning the Woodstock typewriter he 
sold to HARRY MARTIN and his partner Fa s «SL£R in Philadelphia in the year 
1927. 


In again relating hia recollection of the sal® of a typewriter 
to PANSIER and MARTIN, TRAD! pointed out that the sale must have been in 
the year 1927 for the reason that after GRADY left the employ of the 
ioodatock Typewriter Company in December 1927 he never again was in the 
business of selling typewriters and, furthermore, it could not have been 
prior to 1927 for the reason that iiARKI MARTIN was not in business for 
himself selling insurance until about the middle of 1927, and GRADY is sure 
that he made the sale shortly after FnNSLER and MARTIN became associated 
in the insurance business. He stated that while Ms recollection is that 
Tie dealt with MARTIN, it could very well be that FAHSLER signed the order 
but he has no recollection regarding this. 

It was pointed out to GRADY that ANN COYLE did not go bo work 
for FAHSLER and MARTIN until the fall 1928 and that she could, therefore, 
not have tried out the typewriter before it was sold, if he sold it in 1927. 
GRADY stated that he never was positive that ANN COYLE had tried oat the 
typewriter he sold to FAHSLER and MARTIN and that he could very well be 
confused on this matter for two reasons, the first being that he was 
acquainted with MARTIN over a period of several years, including the two 
years he, himself, sold insurance .for Northwestern Mutual and does not 
believe that he recalls the period of AMn C GYLE's employment. The second 
reason for his confusion in this regard was a practice they had in selling 
typewriters where a "junior salesman" would go around various offices and 
leave a typewriter on ferial with a stenographer in that office. A week or 
so later one of the salesman would follow up and attempt to sell the typewriter 
It was his original recollection that this procedure was followed in the 
ease of the sale of the typewriter to FaaSLKR and MARTIN, but he ia not at 
all sure on this point. 


GRADY had been following the events of the HISS trial In the 
newspapers and remarked he noticed HISS had produced a typewriter. It was 
pointed out to him that the typewriter produced by HISS, according to 
company records, was manufactured in the year 1929 and was a Model 5H.

He stated that he could not have sold this typewriter as h© sold no typewriters 
subsequent to leaving the employ of Woodstock in December 1927. ill® only 
conjecture on this point was that If the typewriter produced by HISS was 
a typewriter originally in the office of PANSIER and MARTIN, it must have 
been on® purchased by these men from some other person. He pointed out 
that in those days Woodstock typewriters ware relatively am on the aarket. 

They usually undersold the other old line typewriters and the other typewriter 
companies would not take thow or trade under as good terms as tbs Woodstock 
Company. It was customary in those days for people in offices to trade 
their typewriters quite often and he pointed out it was possible MARTIN 
or FAMSIER had traded the typewriter lie sold them in 1927 for a nm am 
subsequent to 1929. If this was done, GBADT believed it would probably 
have been a sale mad® by JACK GAKOV? who was manager of the Philadelphia 
Office of Acodstoek, when GRADY left in 1927, and for several years thereafter. 

GRADS' has not contended, except on the original interview, that 
his commission on the sal® of the typewriter to PANSIER and MAEflli ma 
applied upon an insurance policy sold by MARTIN to GRADY. Upon second 
interview, previously reported, when the dates of ORADI's policies with 
Northwestern Mutual, together with the names of the agent® soiling them, 
were available he then recalled that he had also sold a machine to J. 0. 
BrtTTRRSBX, II, B. STAVEftS, and W, I. CUATES in 1927 when these men associated 
themselves together in the sal© ©f insurance for the Northwestern Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, and that it m@ on this policy that his o emission 
upon the sale of a typewriter was applied to the premium on a policy. 

Therefore, sines that time, the application of a commission on the sals 
of a typewriter has not entered into his recollection of selling FAMSJJ&R 
and MARTIN a typewriter. 

It ms suggested to ORAL! that perhaps in January 1930 he might 
have sold MARTIN a typewriter even though he was no longer in that business 
but may have relied upon hi® former con-sections. He denied that this was 
possible, stating he never sold a typewriter after he left the employ 
of Woodstock. 

Recapitulating QHADY's recollection of the sale of a typewriter 
to FATSLER and MARTIN resolve® itself in the following. H® sold a 
Woodstock typewriter to FANSLER and itARTIS. The only bases of his 
recollection as to the time of the sal® are the termination of his connection 
with Woodstock in December 1927 and his recollection that FAJJ8LES and MARTIN 
had only recently associated for the sale of insurance. If the typewriter 
produced by HISS, bearing serial number *>I#N23O099, did, in fact, come 
from the office ©f PANSIER and MARTIN It could ;.ot have boon the typewriter 
GRADY sold to that firm for the reason that it was manufactured la 1929 
and URALY never sold a typewriter to anybody after 1927, ROC.

White, former Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury, died last Aug. 17 of 
a heart attack after denying to the 
House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee that he was a member of a 
Communist ring. 

Franklin Victor Reno, to whom 
Chambers referred as “Vincent. 
Reno," was identified by two grand 
jury witnesses as a mathematics ex- 
pert at the Aberdeen, Md., Proving 
Ground in 1942, 

Pigman, of Appleton, Wis., one- 
time chemist in the U. S. Bureau of 
Standards, said after testifying be- 
fore the grand jury last December: 
“I categorically deny that I ever had 
any dealings with Whittaker Cham- 
bers or that I ever knew the man. 

X further unqualifiedly deny that I 
have ever given to Chambers or to 
any other person any unauthorized 
Governmental information."

The notation on the map regarding Strassburger’a Estate 
indicates that the estate is bordered by a whit® stone wall approximately 
ten feet In height and approximately two-'tenths Of a mile in length. This 
wall parallels Route 202 on the west or left side facing north and is a lit- 
tle mare than one mile north of Center Square. The notation regarding Wil- 
liam Penn Inn was entered on the map in that it Is a landmark that might 
easily refresh CHAMBERS’ recollection since the Inn was located at the sane 
site approximately four miles north of Center Square on the west or left 
side facing north since approximately 1925.

Reference is made to Bureau letter dated h/3/hh in which it was 
pointed out that BORRIS BYKOV was mentioned by 'FALTER G. KRIVITSKY, a former 
head of Soviet Military Intelligence over 'western Europe, in his testimony 
before the Dies Committee in 1939 as the individual who was in charge of 
Soviet Military Intelligence in the United States from 1936 on. KRIVITSKY 
failed to furnish additional identifying data relative to BIKOV but left the 
impression that he was still in charge of Soviet Military Intelligence in 
the United States during 1939. 

Subsequent to KRIVITSKY 1 S death, Mrs. KRIVITSKY, known as TC1IIA 
GINSBERG, advised 3UZAIRH LA FOLLETTE, a close associate of her deceased husband, 
that a Colonel BYKOV had worked with KRIVITSKY in Italy as an agent of the 
Soviet Military Intelligence and was later placed in charge of the activities 
of that organization in the United States. Mrs. KRIVITSKY described BYKOV in 
1939 as about J 4 O ye'ars of age and dark red hair, medium height, brown eyes with 
thick brown eyebrov/s and eyelashes. She stated that he had very red skin es- 
pecially about his neck and was always talking about himself. 

with a view towards identifying PETER, who was RHITTAICER CHAMBERS * 
superior in Soviet Espionage, an analysis was made of the information furnished 
by CHAJ.IBERS, a review of the Hew York file on BORIS BYKOV, with aliases and a 
review of other files in the Hew York office. CHAMBERS advised that he first 
met PETER in the Fall of 1936 in Hew York City in front of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral* He met PETER many times after this up to early 1938 when CILA’BEES 
broke with the Soviets. The meetings took place at various theaters in Hew 
York. Some meetings took place in Washington, D. C. PETER never indicated 
where he lived. He rarely mentioned anything about his background. However, 
GILVBSRS gathered that PETER had been in Russian Secret Police work or had 
been a prosecutor for the Russian Government. Further that probably from 1932 
to 193)-}. PETER was doing secret .work in Europe, He probably arrived in the 
United States in late 1933’ or early 1936.

CHAMBERS never knew PETER’S true identity; however, after he 
broke with the Soviets in 1938, he had a long conversation with General 
KRIVITSIff in late April 1938. After furnishing KRIVITSKY with all his 
descriptive data concerning PETER, KRIVITSKY stated that PETER was BORIS 
BYKOV. This was not a positive identification but was probably a fairly 
good one since both CM1TBERS and KRIVITSKY were only out of the service of 
the Soviets a short tine.

Warden GEOMiE W. HUMPHREY informed that they would be very 
happy to place a stop in HISS' s file in order that this Bureau might be 
advised concerning any transfer or release* He suggested that this be done 
by an official letter from this office, which would then be placed in the file. 
In this manner the stop would accompany the file in case of transfer. 

An appropriate letter is being sent to Warden HUMPHREY and the 
Bureau and New Yo rk w ili be advised of any action along this line.

As the Bureau is aware, and for the definite information of the 
Philadelphia Office, exhibit K-35, a letter of DAISY PANSIER to Miss EMMA I. 
HELLIHGS of the Philadelphia Free Library was forwarded by the FBI Laboratory 
to the ITew York Office at the commencement of the first trial of ALGER HISS, 
and in turn it was turned over to SAAG Thomas <J. Donegan for use as a trial 
exhibit as a known specimen of the typing of the Woodstock typewriter owned 
by the HISSES. This exhibit remains in the possession of Mr. Donegan. 

As the Bureau is aware, and for the information of Philadelphia, in- 
quiries are being made even at this date by individuals who represent them- 
selves as investigators for attorneys of ALGER HISS. The current line of their 
inquiries appears to be devoted to an effort to disprove that portion of the 
Government’s case which established that the questioned documents were typed 
by the same typewriter as typed the known specimens. It would thus appear 
that at any date some new legal maneuver might be utilized by HISS’ attorneys 
in an effort to obtain a rehearing of this case. Since an exhibit such as 
K-35 would be of immediate need and value to the Government attorneys in de- 
fending such an action, it is felt that this exhibit should remain in the hands 
of Government attorneys for the present time.

On December IS, 1951* Assistant Director BELMONT called to de- 
termine -whether any action had yet been taken on a teletvpe received from 
New York the day previously wherein information had been received indi- 
cating that ALGER HISS may have "blown his stack." 

I checked the incoming teletype and discussed the matter with 
Supervisor HARZENSTEIN, and thereafter a call was olaced to SA FOX in 
Williamsport. FOX had not yet made the necessary check regarding the re- 
quest in referenced teletype, but placed a call to the Assistant Warden 
at Lewis burg in the absence of the Warden who was sick, and determined that 
HISS is nerfectly normal, mentally and physically; that he has not refused 
to see any visitors within the past two months, nor had any visitors been 
denied permission to see him. 

I called Mr. BELMONT bank and advised him of the information obtained 
thus far, and further told him that we would check at the Penitentiary today 
since the record room was closed at the time of his original inquiry, and 
would determine the names of all persons who had visited HISS since the most 
recent letter we have forwarded to the Bureau in October 1951 setting forth 
his visitors to that date. Mr. BELMONT said this would be satisfactory.

OLIVi.fi J« CAROW, now employed by Remington Rand Company, Philadelphia, 
and former manager of the Woodstock Typewriter Company's Philadelphia branch, 
has been interviewed by Agents of the Philadelphia office as follows. 

Report of SA JAl-H&i L, KIHKLAND dated 12-17-43 at Philadelphia 
reflects that CAROW wa3 Interviewed specifically regarding his recollection 
of THOMAS GRADY, a salesman then employed by the Woodstock Typewriter Company, 
and further concerning any records he might have in hi3 possession concern- 
ing that company. At that tine he advised that he had disposed of any 
records in his possession concerning Woodstock but that he would make a 
complete search in order to ascertain definitely if any records were available. 
He subsequently advised that ho had conducted such a search and that he had 
no records concerning the Woodstock Company . The exact dates of these con- 
tacts with CAROW are not available but all the above information was in- 
cluded in referenced report which covered the period December 3, through 
14, 1943. 


Report of the same Agent dated 12-23-43 covering the period 
December 16, through 23-1943, contains additional information obtained from 
CAROW regarding T0CHA3 GRADY, and other individuals who had been in charge 
of the Philadelphia agency of the Woodstock Typewriter Company from 1925 
until the agency was closed. During the course of this interview CAROW ad- 
vised that all records received by him were in turn turned over to CHARLES 
PARKER, his immediate successor, and that he, GARQW, had retained absolutely 
no records in his possession and knew of no records which would assist in 
the identification of the sale of a typewriter to the Fansler-Martin partnership, 

Philadelphia tel dated 1-5-49 to the Bureau, 070, and Hew York City 
includes the comment that CAROW advised that there were no inventory shortages 
prior to 1933. Philadelphia tel dated 1-6-49 to the same offices states that 
CAROW advised the "daily machine reports" were part of the regular official 
records and would have been handled in the same manner as any other records. 
Information concerning the daily machine reports obtained from CAROW, to- 
gether with information developed from him as a result of inquiries concerning 
the retention of old stock typewriters in the Philadelphia agency is set 
forth in the report of Agent KXHSLAKD dated 1-11-49.

Philadelphia tel dated 1-10-49 to the Bureau, Hew York, and 
Milwaukee advises that GAROW, after a further search of his personal records, 
had located additional information regarding the operations of the Philadel- 
phia agency of Woodstock concerning sales and repair records. CARON at 
that time emphatically pointed out that these were not official records 
of the Woodstock Company, but rather personal records made by hin at the 
time. He also pointed out that it had been his experience that typewriter 
salesmen ns a class were extremely prone to retain commission vouchers.

Philadelphia ted to the Bureau, Newark, and Hew York dated 6-14-49 
sets forth the results of a contact with CARON concerning a specific recol- 
lection by him of II.

SIMON furnished 
CAEOW with a serial number, 11-230099, and requested that .sales records for 
this typewriter be obtained. CAROM advised at this time that he had spent 
two evenings during the previous week looking for records pertaining to 
this typewriter but without success. CAROM was again contacted by an Agent 
of the Philadelphia office on December 20, 1950, at which time he advised 
he had no additional information of value and repeated that he would not 
search any of his records for HISS. He was again advised, of course, that 
thl - was a matter of his own decision. The above information was set forth 
in Philadelphia tel to the Bureau and Hew York dated December 16, 1950. 


With specific regard to the request in Hew York tel dated February 4, 
1952 that advice be given as to the nature of the records in the possession 
of CAuGW and the nature of those examined in connection with the Uoodrrbock 
typewriter, it is desired to point out that all records in CAROM'S possession 
were of a strictly personal nature and dealt in a very limited way with sales 
and repairs handled by the Philadelphia agency of the Woodstock Typewriter 
Company. CAR0W turned over all of these records to the Philadelphia office 
and* subsequent to a review of the records, they were returned to him. He 
has now advised that these records have been destroyed. The records turned 
over by him were very carefully examined for a typewriter hearing the specific 
serial number, 230099.

This memorandum is being submitted in response to Verbal Instructions 
of SA NORRIS IIARZENSTEIN who received the request from 'Hr.

This is a joint memorandum of SA ROBERT L. ZKMERMAN and the writer. 

SA ROBERT L. ZIMMERMAN and the writer intern ewed CLAUDE HEACOCK, 
brother-in-law of LOUIS LEISMAN, at his trailer located at the Uoodsdale, 
Trailer Camp, RD 1, State College, Pa., during the evening of 3-4-52. 

The writer advised HEACOCK that the FBI is interested in the acid vi. ties 
of his brother-in-law in view of statements made by him which may have 
pertinence in an investigation being conducted by the FBI. In response 
to HEACOCK* S inquiry as to whether his brother-in-law was in any type of 
trouble, the writer replied not to his knowledge. HEACOCK made no 
further inquiry concerning the purpose of the interview and no additional 
explanation was volunteered by either agent. At no time during the interview 
was the subject of Communism mentioned either directly or by inference. 

It is noted that HEACOCK appeared friendly toward the interviewing 
agents throughout the interview, and indicated his willingness to cooperate 
in any way possible. He said specifically that he had had no direct 
contact with either his sister, GERTRUDE, or brother-in-law since 
approximately 1941. He did not indicate that he had any intention of 
contacting either for any purpose in the future.

On 3/10/52, SA GUS FARR telephoned from Baltimore on the instructions 
of Assistant Director A. BELMONT. He said that a letter would be forthcoming 
from Baltimore regarding the matter, but that he wished to alert this office 
in advance. 


A complaint had been made to the United States Attorney by a lawyer 
that LEISMN had told this lawyer that some Agent had accused him of being 
a Communist in the course of an interview with one of his relatives, un- 
specified. 


Accordingly, the Bureau desired a letter from each office which had 
conducted an interview with a relative of LEISMN setting forth what had 
transpired in the interview and particularly whether any comment had been 
made regarding Communist connections on the part of LEISMN. Copies were to 
go to the Bureau, New York and Baltimore, the Bureau copies being marked for 
the attention of Assistant Director BELMONT. The Agents’ own memoranda were 
not to be sent. 

This information was imparted to SA HEELEBERG who was at that time 
in Philadelphia. Since the interview had been conducted by him in conjunction 
with SA ZIMMERMAN and since he was about to leave for State College, this being 
the end of the day, it was agreed that immediately on his arrival at State 
College he and ZIMERMAN would prepare the necessary memorandum and would 
send it at once to Philadelphia so that it would reach here in time for an 
immediate reply to the anticipated Baltimore letter.

Warden 0. W. ROMPHREY, TJ. S. Penitentiary, Lewisburg, Penna., advised Agent ss 
foliv’g on this date; 

Approximately two weeks ago one CLYDE FARNSWORTH, Scripp3 Howard -enorter, 
oame to Lewisburg to do an article on ALGER HISS, insofar as his life within 
tho penitentiary ras concerned. FARNSWORTH first attempted to secure the 
necessary information through the Warden, and when refused, told harden 
H , P/P r fF T !Y that he would ^et the information some other way. Thereafter, 
FARNSWORTH went to several ex-erapleyees of the institution and attempted 
to ob+ntn information. He apparently met with little success and left a 
■“er days thereafter. 

Last week an article appeared in the Washington newspapers by FAR'Yf'ORTW on 
.ALTER HISS. The article contained almost nothing of substance. If did con- 
tain an interview with one WELLS, a former employee, and al3o contained / 
paragraphs concerning interview viith WALTER fit, SON (who is an official 4t 
Boiardi Steel in Milton, Penna.) According to the article WILSON had taken 
•?. singing group of tho Salvation Army to the penitentiary on one occasion, 
to perform before the inmates. WILSON noted that one of the inmates sang 
louder and with more gusto tnan the rest, and when the singing was over this 
inmate came up and thanked WILSON for bringing the singing -group to entertain 
them. As the inmate walked away, T, 'ILSON asked a guard nearby who the inmate 
was. The ruprd replied, "ALGER HISS." /'

Warden HUMFHREY stated that the tenure of the article was that HISS had "turned 
to God." 


’Warden HUMPHREY stated that following the publication of the -above article, 
representatives of the American Broadcasting Company telephonies 1 ly contacted 
WILSON and asked that he do a re-enactment of his scene with ALGER HISS r 0 r 
the television cameras. WILSON advised these representatives that he had no 
authority to do any such thing and that he would not even permitted through th 
gat-e of the penitentiary unless the warden so desired. WILSON then informed 
Warden HUliffHRBY of his call. 


On November 2, 1952, a cameraman and another employee of the ABC called on 
WILSON at his home and again tried to get him to go with them to the pen < tent 
to re-enact the drama (°) described above. ” T ILSON again refused. They pars

They were arrogant demanding and finally made veiled threats to v expose 
the past*' of WILSON to other residents of Milton, Penns. WILSON vaw at one 
time the subject of a Federal Reserve Act investigation by the FBI, accord- 
ing to Agent's present recollection and there are reportedly certain things 
in his past, such as that incident which led to the FBI investigation, which, 
if not showing a criminal proclivity, do at least indicate questionable judg- 
ment. WILSON tJOia him that Ms past was known to everyone anyway (ana Warden 
HUMPHREY agreed on this point, stating that the residents of Milton knew of 
his past activities and background) and that he still insisted he could and 
would do nothing to help them. 

According to Warden HUMPHREY, wh© received the above information from WILSON, 
no threat was ever made over the phone or via mail, and the threats which were 
made personally by the representatives of the ABC, were not direct bub were 
couched in vague terminology. He stated that he realised that there was 
no indication that the Federal statutes had been violated but that he fait 
it advisable to at least bring it to the attention of this' office. 

Because there is no indication of a violation, of Federal statute over which 
the FBI might h?ve jurisdiction, no action is being taken by Agent* 

Warden HUMPHREY sta'**d that WILSON intends to complain to. officials of the 
ABO about the actions of their employees who called on him. 

Warden HUMPHREY said that he has not been approached by ABC representatives 

regarding the above.

Records of the United States Penitentiary, Lewisburg, Pa., reflect 
that EFRAIF LISHANSKY was received at the USP, Lewisburg, Pa,, from USP, Terre 
Haute, Ind,, on 12/l/Sl, and will be eligible for parole on 2/13/S1+. He will 
be eligible for conditional release on S/6/S7 » and his full-time sentence will 
expire on 6/13 A?. On 8/l3/Sl, a detainer was lodged against LISHANSKY by 
the Detroit Police Department. A recent letter in the file indicated that 
LISHANSKY may not be considered favorably by the Pfx*cle Board in view of the 
detainer against him. 


These records further reflected that LISHANSKY is presently working 
as a store room clerk, having recently been removed as an attendant at the 
hospital, since he was described as a "wheel," that is, he wa s assuming too 
much authority. These records also indicated that an examination of LISHANSKY 
indicated no evidence of psychotic manifestations or disabling mental disorders.

LISHANSKY was interviewed on 11/27/53, and the receipt of his 
letter dated ll/l/53, was orally acknowledged. 

He advised that he directed this letter to Mr, HOOVER more, 
or less as a sense of duty to his brother RALPH, a member of the United States 
Air Force, who is fighting against Communism. He honed that Mr. HOOVT.R could 
assist in correcting a situation which exists at the United States Penitentiary, 
Lewis burg, p s,, and involves ALGER HISS, JOHN WILLIAMSON, and MAURICE BRAVERKAN. 

He said this situation also applied to CARL WINTER prior to his transfer. 

LISHANSKY stated several years ago he was private secretary to 
L°UIS VBT.NSTOCK and was a special organizer of Local hk2, Brotherhood of Winters, 
p aperhangers, and Decorators of America,- AFOL, District Council #9. He said 
evidently for the above reason, HISS, WINTER, BRA VERMIN, and WILLIAMS CN assumed 
that he is one of them and regarded him as such since they make a special effort 
to talk to him. He stated on one occasion WINTER indicated to him that he would 
be on easy street when he was released, and WILLIAMSON offered to instruct him 
in regard to union activities. LISHANSKY -was of the opinion these two are groom- 
ing him to take WEINSTOCK’s place after his release, but advised neither had 
ever made a direct statement to this effect. LISHANSKY advised that he was never 
connected with Communist activities and "wanted no part of it." 

LISHANSKY advised that he learned from talking to HISS, WINTER, 
WILLIAMSON, and BRAVERMAN that there appears to be a determined effort on their 
part to carry on a strong recruiting drive -vu behalf of the CP in which they 
try to interest some of the inmates, especially those who will leave the peni- 
tentiary in the near future, in the theory of Communism^ He stated it appears 
that a directed- effort is being made to win the friendship of inmates who have 
been denied parole, and in a short time will be conditionally released. He 
stated CA P L WINTER indicated to him that this same procedure was being followed 
in other penitentiaries. 

He stated that BRAVERMAN, through his knowledge of law, is able 
to win the friendship of inmates by assisting them with their legal papers. He 
stated WILLIAMSON and WINTER, rely on their intelligence and oratory to win friends. 
He stated HIES, who has no contact with the others in the open, but does talk - 
to them in the library and elsewhere when no one is observing him. He states 
HISS appears to spend all his time in cultivating the friendship of the Sicilian 
inmates, who are regarded as the "strong-arm boys" among the inmates, When an 
inmate needs protection, HISS makes an effort to contact this inmate and offers

assistance; through his connections he is able to assist him and thereby gains 
his friendship. 

He stated after an inmate annesrs to be friendly, BRAVERMAN and 
w IL T .I/'MSON contact him and at first suggest certain reeding material to him, 
and later they enter into a discussion with him. LISHANSKY stated that reading 
materia] in the library is carefully censored, but once in a while a mistake 
is made and a book to their liking is nut in the library. He could recall 
onl-'r one book of this tyoe, namely PALTER LWENTH'.L's book entitled, "Your 
FPJ." He stated in view of the fact both WILLIES CN and BRAVERM&N, as well 
as WINTER, are more intelligent than the average inmate, they will make a 
very good imoression on any inmate they engage in conversation. LISHANSKY 
was also of the oninion that since the OP, as well as BRAVERY N, WINTER, and 
v r TLLU. v S n\T have contacts among the officials of labor unions, the names of 
these contacts arc given to the inmate nrior to his release for him to contact 
for a nosition and assistance. 

LISHANSKY advised that he has talked to many inmates whose names he 
can not recall, who have been greatly impressed with WINTER, WILLIAMSON, and 
BRSVERMAN , and in his opinion are excellent recruits for the CP. He was of the 
oninion that they exert influence over at le'st 300 present inmates at Lewis- 
burg. 


He stated he realized that the above-mentioned individuals are being 
treated the same as other inmates and rightly deserve to be treated in this 
manner as long as they behave themselves, but stated in his oninion, when they 
try to convert other inmates to Communism, their privileges should be revoked 
and they diould be confined at all times in individual cells in order not to 
have contact with other inmates. He stated the above situation is a menace to 
society and should be stooped. 

LISHANSKY advised that the above is all the information he has in his 
oossession and stated he has never been able to elicit any definite information 
of interest to the Bureau from either HISS , VENTER, WILLIAMSON, or BRAVEEMLN , 

•and believed it would be a waste of time to attempt this in the future. He furthej 
stated he desires no part of the CP or of its activities.

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after release. He stated the shove throe ere serrated from each other at work 
and also at night,- hut stated they would have the opportunity to talk to each 
other in the library or in the stockade. He stated he would look into the above 
situation, and if it doe-s exist, he would try to correct it to the best of his 
ability. 

Ho further action in regard to the above is being taken by this office, 
and no further contacts with T.TSHf'NSKY are recommended si.nc' he indicated he 
would not be in a position to furnish any information of interest to the Bureau 
in the future .

At 9:55 a.m. 6/24/54, Inspector HENNRICH called from 
the Bureau to advise that the Bureau is desirous of knowing 
definitely and immediately whether at any time within the past 
several months ALGER HISS, an inmate of the United States 
Penitentiary, Lewishurg, Pa., has been interviewed by FBI 
personnel. Mr. HENNRICH stated that according to Bureau 
files, no such authorization has been given us to talk with 
HISS, but that he wanted the resident agents at Lewisburg 
contacted and a definite determination arrived at in this 
connection, after which I was to advise him telephonieally. 

He also asked that our resident agents be queried as to 
whether, of their own knowledge, they are aware of recent 
interviews of HISS by representatives of other agencies, 
that is, newspaper men. Congressional committee representatives, 
etc., but that we are to make no inquiries in this regard. 

I reached the senior resident, SA WAYNE G. HUNT, 
telephonieally, at 10:15 a.m., who advised that he has been 
assigned at Lewisburg since February 1953, and has never 
interviewed HISS; does not know what, if any, newspaper men 
or representatives of outside agencies may have interviewed 
him; and does not feel that SA GAMBLIN has interviewed him, 
except possibly in connection with the matter entitled, 

"BEAMAN RUSSELL SMITH, was.; STANLEY LEE ROBERTSON, was., 

ET AL; EDGAR ALLEN MOORE - VICTIM, CRIME ON A GOVERNMENT 
RESERVATION - ASSAULT," which matter involved a vicious 
cutting of one inmate by several others.

I determined from report of SA GEORGE P. GAMBLIN, 
Philadelphia, 2/9/54, in captioned matter, that page 3 of 
the details contains the statement: "on December 2, 1953, 

the following inmates from the j-1 quarters were interviewed 
and stated that they heard a commotion in the J-1 Dormitory 
around 7:00 p.m., but stated that they did not see the 
assailants and provided no information of value regarding the 
identity of the assailants:" There follows a list of the names

of 38 inmates with their penitentiary and cell numbers, among 
which is ALGER HISS - #19137 NE - Cell 135. 


Being unable to immediately reach SA GAMBLIN for 
details concerning his interview with HISS, I called Mr. 

HENNRICH at 10:35 a .m. , furnishing him the above informa- 
tion and telling him of SA HUNT’S recollection that instant 
interview with HISS resulted merely from the Warden’s having 
lined up a large number of inmates to which GAMBLIN and 
possibly another agent talked very briefly about the alterca- 
tion. Mr. HENNRICH asked that I continue efforts to obtain 
further details from GAMBLIN, particularly how long the 
interview lasted and under what conditions it was set up. 

At 11:40 a.m., I reached SA GEORGE P. GAMBLIN who 
advised that following the assault in this case which occurred 
in the j-1 quarters of the penitentiary at around 7:00 p.m., 
on 12/2/53, he had arrived at the penitentiary a short while 
thereafter and, in an effort to locate a witness to the 
altercation, the captain of the Guards had lined up all the 
inmates of the J-1 quarters, approximately 40 in number, in 
a room outside the office of the Associate warden where he, 
GAMBLIN, was seated with the warden and the Associate Warden; 
that, thereafter, the inmates were brought in by the captain 
of the Guards one by one and were questioned very briefly 
by himself and the Warden. He stated he did not have any 
knowledge of the identities of these inmates until they were 
brought in by the Guard, and that his first indication that 
HISS was in the group occurred when HISS appeared in front of 
him in the Associate Warden’s office and the Guard Captain 
stated, "This is HISS, #19137 NE." GAMBLIN said he immediately 
recognized HISS and asked him as he had the other prisoners 
where he, HISS, was at around 7 to 7:15 P.m., to which HISS 
replied that he had been upstairs at choir ‘practice, and was 
returning down the stairs to his own quarters. GAMBLIN said 
he then asked him whether he had seen or heard any commotion, 
to which HISS replied to his best recollection that he had 
heard a commotion and some screams. HISS was then asked whether 
he saw any of the inmates running upstairs as he came down, 
to which HISS stated he had not. GAMBLIN then asked him if he 
had heard or had any information as to who had attacked the 
inmate, to which HISS replied that he did not, but Indicated 
he would be glad to furnish same were it in his possession. 

The interview was terminated in less than five minutes, and the 
next prisoner was brought in. GAMBLIN indicated that the 
interviews of the inmates took place between 8:30 p.m. and 
12:00 midnight, with HISS having been interviewed, according 
to GAMBLIN’ s best recollection, at around 9:30 or 10:00 p.m. 



He added that while undoubtedly the inmates who were questioned 
realized he was an FBI Agent, he was not introduced as such, 
and no mention was made to HISS by him or anyone else in his 
presence that he was with the FBI. 

He continued that following his three or four 
questions to HISS and the others, he then asked the Warden 
and Associate Warden if they had any further questions to 
ask, and that his best recollection is that they seldom did. 

In answer to questions as to his knowledge of 
interviews recently conducted of HISS by representatives of 
other agencies, GAMBLIN stated he knew of none with the 
possible exception that within the past several days, the 
Sunbury Daily Item newspaper carried a story which gave the 
impression a representative of the Government, possibly of 
Civil Service, had interviewed HISS concerning the controversy 
over his Government pension. I asked GAMBLIN to immediately 
obtain a copy of the newspaper and phone in the quotation 
from it. 


At 12:10 p.m., the above information was furnished 
Inspector HENNRICH and I advised him that when I had the 
text of the article in the Sunbury Item concerning the 
apparent interview of HISS by a Civil Service representative, 
I would call and give him the text.

"The Bureau further expressed '’grave doubt' anyone meeting the 
conditions of the lav 'can be divested of rights which have accrued him.' 

"'This Bureau,' it said, 'believes that imposition of penalties 
would be inappropriate punishment for the felonies involved and accordingly 
recommend against favorable consideration to this bill by your Sub-Committee. 

"In a letter to the Sub-Committee, Chairman PHILIP YOUNG of the 
Civil Service Commission also expressed the view that retirement benefits 
are a contractual right.

He would relate the 
meaning of last summers summit meeting at Geneva in 
relation to the Yalta Conference. 

T his article indicated that the American Whig- 
Cliosophic Society, the oldest undergraduate political°and 
literary society in the country, is sponsoring a series 
of speeches this spring,, The article went on to state that 
one BRUCE BERINGGOLD, President of the organization, had 
stated that while the society does not approve of Mr. Hiss’ 
record, we feel that his career is still an issue and that 
his views would be of general interest to the faculty and 
student body". 

On March 22, 1956, confidential informant T-l}., 
who was in a position to furnish reliable Information con- 
cerning HISS, advised that HISS is about one- third fin- 
ished with a book that he is writing. This source stated 
that the book begins when HISS was called to testify be- 
fore_ a Congressional Committee in August, 19l|8, and that 
the major t-hesss of the book is the "Inconclusiveness of the 
Evidence against HISS. T'-i). further stated that HISS is 
using as a guide and reference for this work, a book 
written by Lord LO'WITT, entitled, "The Strange Case Of 
Alger Hiss". He said that :'ISS and his publishers were 
trying to print during the fall of 1956. T-U concluded 
by stating that for the present time, HISS is subsisting 
on contributions which he receives in the mail. He could 
not elaborate further on this statement.

BLAI was made dean of the foundation and recommended 
SILVERMASTER and ULLMAN as members of the Board of Directors. 

This was blocked by DAVIES. DAVTES stated that he has furnished 

all of this information to the FBI before in greater detail To M 

DAVIES said that he has known PHILIP KLEIN for over 20 
years since KLEIN is in the advertising business and DAVIES was 
vice-president of the Gimbels Broadcasting Company. He said that 
KLEIN has always been an eccentric and was largely regarded as a 
clown. He said that KLEIN married wealth and it was his recollec- 
tion that he married into the Buten Paint family. During World 
War II, KLEIN was in the Merchant Marine and DAVIES would occa- 
sionally see him dresspd in a black sweater with a huge beard 
and uncut, uncombed shock of hair. He believes that KLEIN was 
on the Murmansk run.

JiOiiant. newspaper in Philadelphia. This was formerly located in 
the 1900 block on Spruce Street.

offensive propaganda that the station finally put them off the 
air.

DAVIES further said that in support of his conclusion that 
the entire colony was Communist-dominated that STEVE NELSON had 
been hiding while underground at Harvey Cedars . 


DAVIES also said that the Chief of Police at Harvey Cedars, 
ART SCHRIZEN (ph.) had entered ULLMAN’s home on a fire pretext and 
found there a complete dark room equipped to handle microfilm. 

DAVIES believes that SCHRIZEN was later interviewed by Newark agents. 
He also commented that JQE SEN . a painter, would make an excellent 
source of information a tr5ST f vey Cedars for Newark agents .
